PETITION IN COOKE 


D istrict Judge Pearm an, who went 
to Gainesville last Saturday evening 
for the purpose of hearing a petition 
for injuction to prevent the nam e of 
Fred E. W ankan, democratic nom i­ 
nee for county attorney of Cooke 
county from going on the ticket at 
the November election, overruled the 
plea Saturday night, and J. L. Gettys, 
plaintiff, issued notice of appeal to 
the court of civil appeals of the sec­ 
ond district at F o rt Worth. 
Gettys had sixty-seven “Votes’ ma­ 
jority in the July prim ary. 
W ankan 
filed a contest, alleging fraud and 
irregularities in three of the voting 
boxes. 
The county executive com­ 
m ittee sustained W ankan, throwing 
out sufficient ballots to give him the 
nomination by the narrow m argin of 
six votes. 
Gettys appealed to the 
district judge and Judge B ert W il­ 
son of W ichita Falls was sent there 
by Governor Neff to hear the con­ 
test. 
Wilson sustained the county 
executive committee and threw out 
more votes in addition thereto, mak­ 
ing Wankan’s majority ten. 
Judge 
Wilson announced that his decision 
in the matter was final and there 
could be no further appeal. 
Attor­ 
neys for Gettys now allege the pro­ 
ceedings in the contest were irregu­ 
lar. 
supporters of Wankan declare 
they will write his name on the ticket 
and elect him if the court should sus­ 
tain the injunction.

From these first three routes in the 
county, the ru ral mail delivery has 
grown until the county now has over 
thirty routes from the different post 
offices, while D ecatur has eight big 
routes 
with 
expert 
carriers, 
who 
serve ninety per cent of the rural 
patrons of the local post office. 
Mr. 
Boa. Ii is the only employee in the 
local office who was here in 1903. 
Route two runs south of Decatur 
to a point near Boyd. 
It is twenty- 
five and four-tenths miles long and 
serves some of the best farming coun­ 
try in the county. 
Speaking of how 
time had changed the personnel of 
his patrons, Mr. Roach stated that 
only a few of those patrons to whom 
he delivered m ail on his first round 
are still on the route. 
Among them 
are Mrs. R. L. Caver, C. A. C art­ 
wright, John Newberry, M. H. Belew, 
J. F. Mitchell, W. L. Gentry, Tom 
Ewing, J. W. Ashlock, Billy Rogers 
and Mrs. L. J. C urtner. 
As the years 
have gone by Mr. Roach states that 
the attitude of the rural route patron 
has gradually grown to be more co­ 
operative until now every patron is 
anxious to lend every possible assist­ 
ance to his carrier In improving the 
service.

INVENTS MACHINE 
I TO CATCH WEEVILS 


A machine for gathering and de­ 
stroying the boll weevil by suction 
has been discovered and is described 
in a recent issue of Popular Mechan­ 
ics. The ever-increasing damage and 
loss caused by the weevil has stim­ 
ulated inventors. 
To be successful, 
a machine must not only collect and 
destroy the live weevils, but must 
also gather and destroy the fower 
buds and young cotton bolls in which 
the eggs and grubs exist. 
A large exhaust fan is mounted on 
a light but substantial wheeled frame

field by a team, the weevils and in­ 
fected buds and bolls are dislodged 
from the plants and drawn into the 
exhaust fan. 
As they pass thru the 
fan. they are dashed against baffle 
plates and destroyed. 
After they 
have gone thru the fan, they pass 
into a dust collector and separator, 
in which all the heavier particles are 
silted out and dropped on the ground 
while the air escapes at the top of 
the collector. 
It is estimated that one machine 
can cover twenty acres of cotton per 
day, and that five treatments, given 
at intervals of ten days, should en­ 


tirely rid the field of ail weevils and 
destroy the eggs nod grubs in the 
infected bolls.
